INDIANS CLAIM 
CANADIAN PARK 


MOUNTED POLICE ON GUARD TO 
HEAD OFF TRIBESMEN AT 
POINT, PELEE. ; 


300 WANT TO SETTLE ON LAND 


Maintain That Old Treaty Made By 
British in 1749 Entities in- 
dians Possession. 


Leamington, Ont.—Encamped with- 
fn the precincts of the Dominion goy- 
ernment’s national park, at Point 
Pelee, seven miles east of this little 
south Essex town, a smal] detachment 
of Royal Canadian mounted police, 
under command of Sergeant A. Birt- 
whistle, Monday night awaited the 
coming of a band of some 300 full- 
blooded Indians, who have announced 
their intention of taking possession 
of many hundreds of thousands of 
acres of the finest farm lands in west- 
ern Ontario. 

The Indians olaim the land under 
an ofd British treaty of 1749. The 
government, through its depattment 


of Indian affairs, at Ottawa, has nott-, 


fied Forest H. Conover, superintendent 
of the Point Pelee park, that the In- 
dians must be treated as trespassers 
in case they attempt to encroach upon 
the government park. 

An advance guard, consisting of 
two families and numbering about 15, 
reached Point Pelee several days 
ago, and are camping in an old 
wooden house on what is known as 
alienated lands, just outside the park 


-preserves, 


Among them is Archie Dodge, an In- 
dian of the Pottowatomie tribe, who 
claims to be a great grandson of the 
last chief of the Pottowatomie. Dodge 
who came here from Avlinston, was 
intercepted by Sergeant Birtwhistle 
and catechized concerning the plans 
of the Indians to take up their quar- 
ters inside the park. 

Dodge, who is 23 years old, ex- 
plained that the men of his tribe were 
the original settlers on the lands 
along Lake Erie’s shores, where is 


-now located the Peles national park, 


and that they had :ef\ this section of 
country about 1836. Included in the 
band now on the way here, are Ojib- 
ways, Pottowotamies and Ottawas. 
The lands which the Idnians now 
declare they are entitled to extend 
from Point Pelee, which is the most 
southerly point in the Canadian main- 
land, east to Sturgeon Creek, a dist- 
ance of 10 miles, and to the town of 
Wheatly 11 miles east of Leamington. 


FRANCE IS FIRM ON DEMANDS 


Asks For Recognition of Rights of 
Holders of Russian Bonds. 


Paris—Premier Poincare's note to 
the British government relative to The 
Hague conference, which was deliver- 


ed to the British embassy Monday 


evening, and which constitutes a reply 
to the recent British memorandum, in- 
sists upon the restitution of private 
Property in Russia to foreign owners 
from whom it was confiscated and 
that only exceptionally should the 
soviet government be permitted to re- 
place restitution by compensation. 
Concerning the war debts France is 
favorable to granting delays in pay- 
ment, but cannot admit for the pres- 
ent reductions to the amount of the 
sums borrowed by Russia during the 
war. France aiso insists upon the 
recognition of the rights of French 
holders of pre-war Russian bonds.

SECRETS OF DAIRY SUCCESS 


Two Big Things Are Proper Care and 
Feed, Says Specialist of Okla- d 
homa College. 

“Two great secrets in dairying which 
have been the reason for the success 
of thousands of dutryinen sre proper 
feeding of cows and proper crre of 
cows," says A, ©. Baer, head of the 
Dairy Husbandry department of Ok- 
laboma Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, 

“Thousands of cows would be profit- 
able and good cows If they were given 
a chance; if they were properly fed, 
housed, and eared for, 

“Good feeding means to give cows 
enough feed to produce milk and the 
right kind of feed to produce milk, 
Most of the feed for cows ought to 
be grown on Oklahoma farma. Alfalfa 
hay 1s the best dairy cow feed which 
can be grown, Corn and sorghums, 
such as kafir and darso, can be grown 
for the silo. Ensilage on a dairy farm 
or any farm where dairy cows are 
kept provides succulent feed and 1s tn- 
dispensable, 

“Most of the graln for caw feeding 
can be grown on the average Okla- 
homa farm, A good grain mixture for 
milk cows Is as follows: 4° parte 
ground oats, 38 parts bran or alfalfa 
meal, 3 parts ground kafir, 1 part cot 
tonseed meal. * 

“A dairy cow needs about one pound 
of grain for three or four pounds of 
milk produced, Dairy cows should be 
fed grain Individually according to the 
amount of milk for growth If imma- 
ture, and at tlmes to produce gain in 
weight, : . , 

‘Dairy cattle will respond to good 
care, Every Oklahoma farm where 
cows are kept should have at least a 
good shed to protect the euws from 
bad weather and cold winds. A blan- 
ket in very cold weather will pay 
for itself in a very short time. Every 
dairy ¢ow should be cleaned and 
brushed regularly. It helps to keep 
her In better health.” 


DAIRY COWS RETURN PROFIT 


High-Producing Animals Are Usually 
Most Economical in Matter of 
’ Food Consumed, 


Prepared by the Vinited States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


High-producing dairy cows are near- 
ly always economical producers, says 
the United States Department of Agri- 
‘ture in replying to an inquirer who 
asked for a comparison of purebred 
and grade cows as to economy of pro- 
duction. If a herd of purebred cows 
has greater ability to produce milk 
and butter fat than a herd of grades, 
It will return more milk and butter fat 
for the feed consumed. As a rule pure- 
breda are bred for high production, 
and just to the extent that they are

higher producers than the grades they 
muy be expected to return more for 
the feed they use. But purebreds are 
not always high producers, 

The ratio is not constant between 
the quantity of feed consumed and the 
quantity of milk praduced. The rec- 
ords of cow-testing associations show 
that. the cows that produced 10.000 
pounds of milk a year ate only 55 per 
cent more feed than those that pro- 
duced 5,000 pounds of milk a year. 
The cows that made 7,500 pounds of 
milk a year ate only 21 per cent more 
than those that inade 5,060 pounds of 
milk a year. These figures are based 
on thousands of records,

WIND STORM SWEEPS PLEASURE

EAST COAST. 


CROWD CAUGHT IN SMALL BOATS 


Frantio Efforts Made to Reach Safety 
But 38 are Drowned; Ferris 
Wheel Wrecked. 


New York—A violent-storm, accom- 


panied by shifting winds that reached |’ 


a velocity of 88 miles an hour, took 
the lives of 57 persons, injured more 
than 100 and caused enormous prop- 
erty loss In the metropolitan section 
late Sunday, 

Five persons were killed and more 
than 40 hurt when the wind caught 
a huge Ferris wheel at a Clason Point: 
amusement park and crushéd It to 
the ground. 

A woman and her seven-year-old * 
daughter were crushed to death and 
several other persons injured when 
an oak tree blown by the wind 
crashed through the roof to the 
crowded dining room of the Red Lion , 
Inn, on Boston post road, carrying 
with it an old fashioned stone chim- 
ney.

FURTHER REDUCTION FEARED 


Unions’ Chiefs Say It Is Impossible 
to Maintain American Standard 
of Living on New Rates. 


Cincinnatl, O.—President Harding 
will be appealed to by the leaders of 
1,200,000 railway workers, part of 
whom have already received wage 
cuts from the Railroad labor board, 
due July 1, in an effort to stave off 
further reductions in their pay en- 
velopes it was decided at a confer- 
ence of rail union “heads Thursday 
night. : 

Leaders of. the 11 railway employes 
organizations, which have decided to 
take a strike vote of their member- 
ships, agreed to outline a letter to 
the president presenting their argu- 
ment for higher wages, or at least no 
further reductions. A committee of 
union executives was appointed by B. 
M. Jewell, president of the Railway 
Employes department of the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor, to draft the 
letters. : 

Approximately $110,000,000 will he 
Jopped from the pay rolis of the 
400,000 shop crafts and the 500,000 
maintenance of way men under or- 
ders of the board July 1. 

The new rates of pay will range 
from 54 cents an hour for mechanics’ 
helpers to %0 cents for mechanics. 
The maintenance of way men will get 
from 23 to 35 cents an hour. 

Thesy rates were branded as “starv- 
ation wages” by the union leaders 
and it is their intentlon in the letter 
to President Harding, to demand 
whether the country’s chief executive 
thinks these wages sufficient ‘to 
maintain an American standard of 
living and properly sustain a family.”

We usualiy think of the great war usa disuster und as having done an 
incalvulable amount of harm to the world and its people, but it Is very doubt- 
ful if the war did as.much harm as good. Within the-few years It Insted ft 
resulted i: Immense benefifs te mankind in the tremendous discovertes, Im- 
provements and advancement of medicine, surgery, chemistry, aeronuutice, 
Inechanics, engineering, metallurgy aud wireless communication. and while 
ihe tot! of life, the destruction of property, the devastution of tunds, the logs 
of art and the bankruptey of nations are all temporary and will soon be 
replaced and forgotten, the sclentifie progress and discoveries, which wore o 
direct result of the war, will endure forever and wil! continue to benefit 
mankind. 


Of all the arts and selences which recelved an unprecedented Impetus 
by the wur, none ts of greater interest or has a more far-reaching effect to 
the nveraze person than radie telephony. Before the war wireless telegraphy 
was well established, univeran}ly used and 2 fairly exact and well-understood 
rclence; but wireless telephony was scurcely more than a @ream—a visionary. 
uncertain thing; complicated, Nttie understood and literaHy In its infuncy. 

Rut today, so Incredibly rapid have been the strides made ln the develop 
nent of this science, that wireless telephony ix an every-day affalr; a simple, 
€asily undersiood thing~—far simpler than telegraphy—and jin constant use, 
not only commercially, but by countless thousands of amateurs. In a way, 
however, the war merely tuunched practical radio telephony “on its career and 
far greater progress hus been made in commerciatizing, simplifying and cheap- 
ening It within the past four months—October to February, 1921-22-—than 
within the previous six yetrs, “Indeed, 80 rapid has been its advancement, 
that it seems to have come upon us almost overnight, and within a few short 
weeks it hns leaped from an obscure, scientific curlesity to an almost univer- 
sally used means of entertainment and profit, 


Today thousands of mere boys are using wireless telephones—many of 
the Instruments made by the boys themseives—and in department stores, 
electrical supply steres and elsewhere sets for receiving may be purchased 
for a few dolturs. From various stations, music, erop reports, market reperts, 
wenther reports, speeches, songs, operas, plays, stories, official time, racing 
und baseball returns; shipping pews and countless other interesting matters 
ure sent broadcast through the ulr, free to anyone who possesses a wireless 
telephone receiving ‘set. Thus, the furmer, miles from the nearest town, the 
sailor at sea, pussengers on ships, guests in hotels, crowds about bulletin 
boards and people In their own homes can Hsten to the voices of famous men 
the musie of bands and orchestras, the singing of fantous operatic stars. the 
diulogues of plays and countless other things, from far-distant points and ag 
clearly and plainly as though no space intervened, 

Truly, radio telephony fis the great modern miracle; a dream mere fan 
tastie and feiry-like than the Arabian Nights: a nore marvelous uctuality than 
the fabulous lamp of Aladdin or the flying carpet. and, best of all, tt is within 
the reich of everyone, while the “musfe fn the air’ fs fre> to all who care 
to listen in. 


It is certninly a strane. almest incredible, thing te think that the ah 
about us, even within eur dwellings, is constantly filled with sounds, volces, 
music, messages and songs which gre as inaudible ns thes are [visible hat 
which may be caught and delivered te our ears by means of 9 few wires and 
batteries and a few appliances so simple that even a child*may use them, 

And the limit is far from being reached. Within a few years or even 
tuonths, the runge of wireless telephony will be inrrensed by hundreds or 
even thousands of miles, antennae or aerials will be entirely done away with 
und the instruments for sending nnd receiving will be so improved. simplified 
and réduced that one may carry them tn one’s pocket, for while radio tel- 
ephony has alrendy become highly perfected, widely used: and absolutely prac- 
tical, yet it is still bardly out of its iufaney and noe man may prephesy what 
its future may be. 


PRINCIPLES OF WIRELESS TRANSMISSION 


Before uttempting to explain the functions and the principles of the.radto 


to understand something of the underlying principles und fundamental laws 
of wireless transmission. 


It is net. however, Necessary to enter into a long discussion on the theories | had hastily 


and principles ef electricity or physics which enter into the subject, but 
merely te illustrate and miuke clear a few important and salient laws, causes 
and results which make the transtisston of sounds possible without the use 
of wires between the senting ond receiving tnstruaients. 


The first and most important principle of all radio transmission is the 
fact that all our atmosphere is constantly disturbed by vibrations or oscilla- 
tions or, as we may eall them fer the sake of simplicity, waves. We are accus- 
tomed to think of the atmesphere about us as a more or less uniform sub- 
stance which we call air, but in reality the air or atinosphere, space, and in 
fact all sefids as well are pervaded by an invisible, odorless, and almost weight- 
less but exceedingly elustic substance known us ether or tutminiferous ether. 
It is by ineans of this ether that tll heat, light, electricity, ete., ure transmitted, 
in the form of waves or vibrations. Light and hent waves have been known 
to science for a long time, bat It fs only within comparatively ‘recent yeurs 
that mun lug tearned that electric or electro-magnetic waves niso travel 
through the ether, and it was through this discovery, and by means of these 
waves, Lhat wireless telegraphy and telephony became possible. In a way. 
the electro-magnetic Waves are vers similar tu the waves or ripples formed 
by drepping a stone in a culm poot of water, for, Just as the water waves 
travel In gradually widening circles from the splash, se the electric waves, 
rted by the spark of a wireless transmitting or sending Instrument, spread 
in ever-widening eircles through the ether. Moreover, just as the waves in 
the pool are shert and clear near the spot where the stone is thrown and grad- 
ually become longer and less noticeable und farther apart as they‘ flow from 
the splash, so wireless wives are clenrer and sharper near the Instrument and 
decrease in clearness and size as they get farther and further away und, to | 


draw stil) another comparison, just as the shore of the pool or any object in |, 


the water interrupts or breaks the wuves, so a whreless receiving Instrument 
will interrupt or receive the electrical waves of the ether, Indeed, Just as the 
wees or vibrations set up by the wireless spark are electro-magnetic waves 
and the energy that starts them is electrical energy, se the waves in the poo! 
are started by muscular or mechanical energy. You can readily understand 
how it would be possible to communicate by means of such Uquid waves, for, 
Hoa person at a distance should toss stones inte the water at stated intervals 
Q person watching the shore, and noticing the intervals of the waves, could 
understand signats which fad been prearranged. This, of course, would be 
a very crude and uncertain method of communication; but if sou could devise 
sutue instrmuent to count snd measure the waves and could devise means for 
creating w aves of definite sizes and numbers, a practical means of communica: 
thon cewld be established. dc ls just this which occurs in the transmission and 
reception of electto-nmunetic or wireless waves, for, by breaking or interrupting 
the waves seut aut by the spark they are ieausformed into long and short see- 
tions which correspond to dots an dashes as used ti wireless telegraptiy. 
‘These waves set in iunetion by the seadin. apparatus, possess the property of 
starting oscitiudions ti any conductor widécd they strike, and if they strike the 
werial or antennae of no wireless clation they start oscillations in the wires 
but so faint and weak that they wonkd nor be detected unless sensitive instru. 
ments were provided to magnify and catch them. Such instruments are know: 
as detectors and consist of yrrivws substances or devices which are adjustable 
and from which wires Jead te a telephone receiver, The high frequency oscil: 
Jntions of the ether, which are known us alternating currents, as they tlow 
back and forth, are cut off by the magnets in the receiver, while ue detector 
is designed to allow the oscillations 10 pass through in one direction, but will 
not allow them fo return, ond thus it acts as a check-valve ina water pipe and 
the wulternating, back-and-forth currents are transformed juto impuises going 
in one direction only und Known as direct currents. These will flow through a 
telephone receiver and easuse the diaphragm to vibrato, and thus the ear detects 
the interrupted buzzing sounds which indicate the duts atid dushes of the cade. 
Another very impertant part of the tnechanism of the Wireless appuritus ts the 
niner, for wWitheut this the varlous vibrations of the ether sent eut from nam 
periess stations would come as a hodge-podge of meaningless sounds 10 the 
receiver.

REGARD FOR HEROES’ WISHES 


Judge Neterer of Seattle Holds Re. 
quest of Soldier Killed in War 
Demands First Consideration. 


is the last wish oY a soldier dying 
on the field of battle more to be re- 
spected than Jegal forms decked out 
with sewing wax? The American 
Legion thinks it Is, Recent cases be- 
fore the courts bave brought the ques- 
tlon to the front. Accurding to Federal 
Judge Neterer of Sevttle, the wish of 
a soldier killed in battle is higher law 
than any departmental regulation. Ac- 
cording to this decision Agnes Claffy, 
sixteen-yeur old niece of Clarence 
Swank, is awarded the residue of 
Swank’s estate, amounting to $9,000. 
Swank was killed in Frunce. Depart- 
mental red tape cluttered up the case 
on account of the death of Swank's 


mothet, the original beneficiary. In 
handing down his decision Judge 
Neterer cited precedents extending 


back to the duys of Caesar and the 
legiornuires of ancient Rome. 

The latest case is that of Miss 
Elenore RK. Knapp of New York, whose 
chun to the estate of Ernest Charl- 
ton Mason of the One Hundred and 
Sixth United States infantry has been 
contested by Masons uncle, In a 
muddy dugout before a general ad- 
vanve against tbe: Germans, Mason 
told his buddie, Oscar Westgate, the 
story of his engugement, and added 
that he now felt that ia this advance 
he was slated to “go West.”. “If 1 
don't eome through this,” he said, as 
they started over the top, “I want El 
“nore to hiave nil my estate.” 

Mason, among otters, wis cut off 
and captnred by the Germans. They 
were taken to the same prison camp. 
For wna days. a bunkte testified, Mason 
lay Hoon the groumd with influenza. 
Then he was taken away in an ambu- 
lance and his death reported. Event- 
ually a death certificate was issued 
by the United States vovernment. But 
the attorneys for Mason's uncle con- 
tested the case to the extent of argu- 
ing thar the ‘proof of death” was un- 
satistuctory. 

The justice of the soldier’s latest 
will has been upheld in startling fash- 
fon hy the highest courts of England 
recently. An English major of in- 
funtry died alune in his lodgings in 
Londen directly after the armistice. 
He left-no Jegal wil]. Across the front 
of a photograph of his fiance he 
scrawled: “All to her.” 
The case was brought befi te the high- 
est tribunal of England and the “will” 
stood. we
